A GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY FOR WALES. 

Sm,—Your readers may, probably, not be aware that such a move- 
ment as the establishment of a Geological Society for the Principality has 
been set on foot. Be this as it may, such is the case; and not only this, 
but it promises to be a success, despite the propensity of Welshmen—almost 
proverbial—to conceive many such propositions, and yet, from the want 
of a determination of character, suffer them to meet with an untimely end. 
It is generally admitted that such an institution is one of the great wants 
of the Principality: the perplexity is—How to establish a society on such 
a basis to ensure good support, and attain a respectable footing amongst 
the other societies of the kingdom? We have sufficient data to bear us 
out, when we say that no other country of the same magnitude can boast 
of containing such vast and varied metallic resources as Wales, and yet it 
has no Geological Society! No other country under the canopy of heaven 
offers such inviting fields of labour to the geologist as Cambria does, with 
its picturesque scenery, wild aspects, and antique formations, amusing and 
instructive alike to the lover of romance and the profound student of Na- 
ture’s hidden laws in the formation of the Earth’s crust. Here we see the 

mary formation, with its strange contortions, intermixed with green- 
stone and trap. Here we also see the coal and lime measures, with their 
numerous fossils, unravelling the history of past ages, at a period when there 
was no human historian as yet created to record it. And yt strange to 
aay, we have no Geological Society! All the wonderful “ sermons in 
stones,” that display so much of the potency and wisdom of the Creator, 
are a sealed volume to nearly all of the inhabitants of the Principality. 

But, apart from these considerations, it will evidently be highly import- 
ant, in a commercial point of view, to the Principality, and to those con- 
nected therewith, to have a Geological Society established. Only look at 
the scores of slate quarries and mines of the North, the collieries and iron- 
works of the South, and tell us whether it is not important for a person 
having an important connection therewith to understand the laws of Na- 
ture in the formation of rocks? We no notallude to bookworm geologists, 
some of whom, when they attempt to reduce their extravagant notions to 
a mae application, appear as ridiculous as fabulous Midas, who, invested 

y Bacchus with the power of converting everything he touched into gold, 
left everything untouched; but we allude to the geologist who studies the 
sermons from the original. And, alas! how many a practical sermon has 
been buried in oblivion, simply because there is no means of giving it cir- 
culation. To remedy this evil, a Geological Society is proposed, and it 
will, most assuredly, be of great advantage to the investors of capital in 
Wales to assist in luteaton out the scheme. So persuaded, we cordially 
invite their co-operation. 

It is, moreover, high time to establish a standard by which we are to 
know what men’s capabilities really are. Why cannot we apply the same 
principle to mining as is done to maritime matters—compel every indi- 
vidual who would aspire to an office of trust to undergo an examination? 
The reason of this is obvious, At sea the property and life entrusted to 
the master mariner are such that the proprietors must be satisfied as to 
his abilities, Written testimonials appear to me to be worth but little 
now-a-day, as the most incapable have personal friends, who would gladly, 
and without scruple, assist them to obtain situations they are wholly unfit 
to undertake. A case has lately come under my notice, the details of 
which will soon be laid before the readers of the Mining Journal, of a 
most incompetent person in Festiniog inspecting one of the Llwyngwril 
quarries; and if he is called to inspect another it will be the triumph of 
ignorance against broad daylight, and his employment will form a prac- 
tical exception to the precepts of one of the wisest of men—It is vain to 
spread a net in the sight of any flying bird. 

The authorities of the National Eisteddfod have very kindly promised to 
give all their influence towards establishing the society, and most probably 
it will be first started under its sanction, Your readers may not under- 
stand the meaning of the term “ Eisteddfod.” It is the great annual ga- 
thering of the literati, frequented by some 10 or 12 thousand, in which 
prizes are given for the best writings in prose and poetry. Of late years 
a social science branch has been established. The coming one will be 
held at Aberystwith next month, and will be more than ordinarily attrac- 
tive, as Prince Lucien Bonaparte will be the first day’s President. Pa- 
pers will probably be read at one of the meetings proposing the establish- 
ment of a Geological Society, and, as the authorities have taken up the 
matter most warmly, I hope there will be some effect. I am sorry I was 
called on to leave the rincipality some six weeks before the Eis¢:ddfod, 
and have been detained much longer than expected, otherwise I should 
have forwarded specimens of fossils to the Exhibition. 

Any suggestion as to forwarding the scheme, addressed to myself at 
Dinas Mowddwy, or to the Rev. Prof, Peters, Bala, or through the me- 
dium of your valuable Journal, from any of your numerous readers, and 
the well-wishers of mining in Wales, will be esteemed a favour.

IRISH MINING ENTERPRISE. 

Sin,—The petty squabblings of certain mining directors and their con- 
stituents, and the personalities indulged in against a certain celebrated 
mining engineer, as well as against each other, can have no other effect 
than to damage their prospects and property. That result was as certain 
to follow as that night and day succeed each other. On public grounds 
it is to be regretted any such unseemly ewposés should take place. What 
can boards of directors suppose outsiders, especially English capitalists, 
can think of such conduct? ‘To my view, Sir, no more suicidal conduct 
can be conceived; it tends to throw distrust on all Irish mines having their 
management in Ireland: nor is this all, or even the worst phase. Non- 
success in Irish mining enterprise is apt to be attributed not to its true 
cause, as in this instance, where a little Milesian blood has been excited, 
but to a want of the fundamental principle of mining—good mines, Pre- 
judice is already rife enough against Hibernian enterprises, and can ill 
afford to be encouraged by factious partizanship. 

Notwithstanding the evident proofs of Ireland’s superior minerals in the 
shape of sales of copper, &c., from Kenmare, Cork, Waterford, Wicklow, 
&c., and which obtain double the price of the Devon and Cornish ores, yet 
it is difficult to persuade the public to enter an Irish mining company, 
though the opinions of the most skilled authorities assert their valae— 
though precedent confirm their riches—still the difficulty exists. Irish 
apathy usually folds its arms complacently, or shrugs its shoulders in doubt. 
Rarely, indeed, does it throw off inaction, and allow the national proverbial 
energy to display itself in this business, which has done so much for Great 
Britain, Pity is it, indeed, when such is the case; and when a bona fide 
native capital has been subscribed, the affair should be marred by opposing 
interests, or injudicious expressions of excited feelings. 

I hope, Sir, now that a better feeling is restored, our affairs (in which 
you take so lively an interest) will progress more satisfactorily, for the be- 
nefit of all concerned, as well as to induce British capitalists to embark in 
developing our well-known mineral resources. I sincerely hope a correct 
view of the case will be adopted, and that is the object of sending you this 
communication.

THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM. 


Sir,—In reply to the enquiry of “ F. B.S. A.,” in last week’s Journal, 
the purser’s duty as to registering transfers of shares is purely ministerial, 
and one that he should carry out without favour or affection for anyone. 
All that he can legally require is that the transfer is in accordance with 
the Cost-book rules, cod that he has a notice in form of a request under 
the hand of the transferor, requesting him, the purser, to transfer the shares 
in the Cost-book to the transferee, and also a notice in form of an ad- 
mission from the transferee that he accepts such shares. Such notices the 
purser should refuse unless duly stamped, as otherwise he cannot give them 
in evidence, except upon the payment of a large penalty. They should 
be carefully preserved amongst the mine’s papers. The answer to the 

uestion put is that the purser of a Cost-book mine is not justified in re- 
using to register a transfer delivered to him more than 14 days after its 
date; nor is he justified in so refusing, notwithstanding the transfer has 
upon the face of it a clanse whereby the transferor exempts himself from 
responsibility as to the shares if not delivered within 14 days. Such a 
clause may protect the transferor, but not the purser, nor justify him in 
refusing to transfer. If there be any inconvenience to the company by 
the keeping back of transfers, the company should provide against it by a 
Cost-book rule. But until such a rule is on the Cost-book the purser is 
bound to register, whatever the date of the transfer may be. Se ae

METEOROLOGY AND ELECTRICITY. 


Sir,—The meteorological observations and weather predictions of the 
late Admiral Fitzroy and your correspondent Mr. Shepherd seem to be, 
and not without reason, attracting considerable attention, and by these 
means lead to far more notice being devoted to these phenomena. The 
electric storms, or disturbances in the atmosphere, have of late been of 
frequent occurrence and unusual violence both in England and various 
parts of the Continent, and attended with severe results in some instances. 
Perhaps no event of modern times has created greater interest in the now 
(pardon the expression) “ electric world ” than the laying of the Atlantic 
cable; the astonishing perfection to which the operators have attained by 
practice, and the extreme delicacy of the improved instruments, surprise 
even the most deeply read and attentive students of these wonderful mys- 
teries. I see by a recent American paper that during a thunderstorm at 
Tallahama, Tennessee, on June 18, a regiment was struck by the electric 
fluid; one man was instantaneously killed, and thirty seriously injured. In 
this instance the lightning appeared to proceed From the earth; this kind 
of action has been observed on many other occasions in this county. 

Some years since a series of experiments were instituted by Mr. R. W, 
Fox, of Falmouth, and some friends to ascertain the existence and quan- 
tity of electricity in the various mineral veins of Cornwall, but I believe 
they were attended by no practical results. The late Mr. Andrew Crosse, 
of Taunton, did form miniature lodes, and accomplished the wonderful feat 
of making crystals from water which had permeated certain crushed rocks, 
by aid of long-continued voltaic agency, yet that also ended in mere ex- 
periments. Would it not be worth while now, in these days of advance- 
ment in the sublime science, to enquire and examine again into the con- 
ditions of the various metallic veins during the electric disturbances, to 
use the best and most subtle instruments, probably unknown during the 
former examination? We might then, at all events, make the attempt to 
ascertain if the earth partakes, and its mineral dykes develope in any 
especial degree, the electric agency the above-quoted observations would 
seem to indicate, or whether these metallic veins display any peculiar phe- 
nomena whilst the excitement continues. Many of our astute philosophers 
would gladly instruct some of our intelligent mining agents in the methods 
of using the electrometers or other apparatus; they, in their turn, would 
be equally rejoiced to be so distinguished, and thus, probably, add their 
mite to the vast stores of knowledge and power, and not improbably enrol 
and distinguish themselves in historic fame. Grorce Henwoop,

RAMBLES IN THE MINING DISTRICTS—No. I. 
MINING IN TOWNS, 


S1r,—If we look at the mining districts generally, we find rough moor- 
land, abrupt stony hills, and a population scattered more or Jess over the 
face of the country. A mine seems incompatible with the general appear- 
ance of a town, and there may probably be not a few who would regard 
the hollowing out beneath the surface anything but conducive to the safety 
of the dwellers thereon. But if we go into some of the mining districts 
of Cornwall, we have some of the largest mines contiguous to the most 
populous villages and towns; and at Redruth we have the Pedn-an-drea 
Mines actually in the midst of the town—blasting, hauling, breaking, 
stamping, and dressing in the centre of the great mart of the West. A 
friend, who with myself visited this mine lately, has given the following 
spirited description: — 

Underground the numerous ramifications extend in all directions, under the very 
walis, houses, and streets of the town. These ramifications are not confined to narrow 
workings, but in some places opening into | excavations, the rocky walls and 
roof standing firmly, without any artificial support of any kind whatsoever. One of 
these caves, called the Great Carbona, is upwards of 100 ft. broad by 20 ft. in height, 
and stretching away lengthwise into remote regions, where a stranger will scarcely dare 
penetrate. The men are now at work ; wesee them perched on the smallest imaginable 
niches, at the giddiest heights, like the chamois of Alpine peaks, attesting alike the im- 
mensity of these undergrourd mineral formations, and the ventarous character of the 
workers. How the men get there, or by what means they get down again, puzzles the 
visitor beyond description, At short intervals you hear,amid the rattle of sledge ham- 
mers and occasional falling of rocks, the word “ fire” reverberating from the sides of 
the cavern, remindinding one of the word of command, the roll of musketry, and the 
clash of arms. While you stare to ascertain the possible meaning, you see the men 
clambering like cats up chains hanging from still greater heights. Your guide forcibly 
pulls you behind one of the huge rocks lying on the floor of the cavern. Ina moment 
you hear a loud explosion, a reverberatory roar, the whiz of angular shot all around 
you, amid streams of fire, which forces on your imagination the extreme probability of 
your being bodily transported to Pandemonium. The next moment all is silent, and 
while you are thinking of the dead atid wounded, before you have settled in your own 
mind whether yourself will appear in the first or second list, your guide walks out in 
the coolest manner imaginable, and tells you it is “allright.” You look aroand, and 
lo! every man is high aloft on his nich, hammering away as though dear life depended 
on his every blow. You learn that they just performed a blast, and that the angular 
pieces that had been flying around you are pieces of the rock which they thus broke 
down, after which it is seat to the surface to be stamped into powder, and the tin ore 
therein washed clean from the other parts of the composition. 4 

Now, I wish not only to attest the truthfulness of this description of my 
friend, but to show, in as few words as possible, that this mine is likely to 
again become most profitable. The richness of this cavern can readily 
be understood, when it is known that one pitch here, worked by six men, 
produced 250 tons of tin, worth upwards of 15,0007., and that there have 
been many pitches in this one excavation. This vast deposit has been 
found at the intersection of a congeries of branches, between Martin’s and Engine lodes, 
on their approaching each other, and was immensely rich until these two lodes came 
down like a wedge in the 90.

Now, neither Capt. Pope nor Capt. Roberts did more than to refer to the innocuous 
natare of the herbage, alleged to bave been poisoned, when given to cattle, bat Charies 
Curnow, engineman at Wheal Grylls, actually spoke to the effects of the arsenic upon 
bimeelf, He had resided 60 years in a dwelling house close to the croft field, and has a 
garden; he grows potatoes, leeks, onions, and cabbages, and eats them himself, and he 
could not say that he had discovered anything injurious since the erection of the burn- 
fog-house. Further than this, James Foss, a farmer, whose land was only about half 
the distance of Kitto’s from the burning-house, deposed that he had sixteen ballocks 
and three horses, and had never suffered in any way from the burning-house; whilst 
Hartreil, another farmer, ot St. Baryan, deposed that he visited Kitto’s farm, on the 
14th July last, but’could not see any deposit of arsenic. The vegetation did not appear 
to be injured. Kitto’s stock was in low condition, but otherwise looked healthy, and 
he should have had no hesitation in buying the cattle himself at the time. There was 
nothing to lead to the idea that they were being poisoned. The pigs and sheep looked 
healthy and in good condition, He examined the fields in the locality of the mine, and 
found the crops looking as well as in his own locality, where there is no mine. This 
farm lies high and exposed tothe wind. High bred Jersey cows ought to have shelter, 
they could not stand exposure. 

That miners should have greater consideration shown them than others in the eveni of 
their creating nuisances we would not for a moment urge, more especially since Industrial 
pursuits are now carried on to an extent which renders it difficult to find a substance 
for which there is no market, but that they should be protected against frivolous litiga- 
tion must be generally acknowledged. It is now usually admitted that there is no sub- 
stance produced in our mines, when found in sufficient quantity to prove injurious to 
anyone, that cannot be made to add to the profits realised, and as regards arsenic this is 
especially the case; but when it is met with only in such quantities that a man may, 
and actually does, eat it dally with his dinner in the p J plained of by the 
anti-miners as poisoning cattle whol , the sole that can be arrived at is, 
that either the man must have a very peculiarly constituted stomach, or that the cattle 
mast have been, to say the least, in very delicate health. 
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THE MINES OF CORNWALL AND DEVON. 


The enormous mineral wealth of Devon and Cornwall is so generally 
acknowledged, and so many resident in every part of the kingdom are in- 
terested in the mining industries which secure the western counties their 
celebrity, that an ample field is afforded to authors for enlargiug our min- 
ing literature, even by simply recording the progress made from year to 
year; and when the labour of collecting the history of, and facts connected 
with, the whole of the mines is undertaken the writer may be quite sure 
that his work will be largely appreciated and satisfactorily patronised. 
For some time past Mr. Spargo’s name has been favourably known as an 
author, more especially of statistical works connected with the Cornish and 
Devon mines, his position as a mining engineer and dealer in mining stock 
affording him more than usual opportunities for getting the necessary in- 
formation together, and he has now issued a new and extremely useful 
volume*, containing every particular likely to prove useful, either to the 
capitalist or the speculator. Apart from the enhanced value of the work 
arising from the elucidation of the descriptions by some two dozen admi- 
rably chromo-lithographed maps, plans, and sections of the mines and the 
districts in which they are situated, an entirely novel feature has been in- 
troduced, which renders the work of far greater utility than any of its pre- 

ecessors: mines not at work, as well as those at work, are referred to, the 
descriptions given being ample to guide eapitalists in the event of any 
mine which had previously been opened being brought to their notice as 
to the prospects and probable value of the property, since they are enabled 
to ascertain the extent to which the mine has already been developed, and 
the success that was achieved by the previous adventurers, q s 

The work commences with an introduction containing a brief yet in- 
teresting historical sketch of, as Charles Knight describes them, ‘‘ those 
grand old counties through whose portals modern civilisation was first 
ushered by the enterprising commercial spirit of the ancient Greeks and 
Phoenicians, and whose ports sent forth the conquering spirits of the Drakes, Raleighs, 
and Cavendishes, to become the terror of the Spanish main, and humble the pride of 
the haughty conquerors of the New World,” and then at once enters upon the geological 
and mineral description. The geology of Cornwall is interesting to the student of that 
science as well as to the practical miner. It is a remarkable fact that Great Britain is 
geologically, with some few and not very important exceptions, an epitome of all the 
formations to be met with in any part of the globe which has yet been explored. The 
rocks which prevail in Cornwall are among the iowest that range among the strata in 
Great Britain belonging to the primitive and transition classes. The elevated land 
which ranges along the centre of the littie peninsula is composed of granite, which rises 
to the surface in various important districts. In the granite formation of Cornwall tin 
and copper are found abundantly. The rock which generally rests upon the granite, the 
chief Cornish rock, is the grauwacke, or, as the miners call it, killas, Slate for roofing 
is found in this formation. The veins of tin and copper lie usually east and west, pene- 
trating the granite and clay-siate. Thesiiver, lead, antimony, and cobalt run north and 
south almost always, and are found in the clay-siate. 

The western district of Cornwall extends from the Land’s End to Ma- 
razion, or the Jew’s Market, as the name is said to imply. This famous 
promontory is the most remarkable land in England; its history is world- 
wide, and contemporaneous with that of the great kingdoms of the East. 
All around it is compassed by the Atlantic Ocean, except the little bit of low land ex- 
tending from the inside bight of the Mount’s Bay to the Hayle River,a distance of little 
more than three miles. On the north, north-west, west, and south-west, it is sur- 
rounded by immense ramparts of granite. To the south, from Penzance to the famous 
and picturesque semi-island of St. Michael’s Mount, our coast is less precipitous, the 
ground is lower, and the foreshore is a besch of sand. This mighty natural sea-wall is 
composed of granite. Along the westernmost shores the clay-siates have been degraded 
by the action of there mighty waters, until they have reached the granite cliffs, and 
there the geological condition most favourable to the growth of copper and tin exists; 
the anion of the killas, which is the Celtic name for bluestone or slate “ glas” blue 
(which in the original is careg-gias), with the granite; and consequently along these 
shores we have running out under the bed of the Atlantic veins of metal, with anactive 
community of some of the best men in England, engaged many hundreds of feet below 
the waves of the Atlantic, in carrying tunnels into the tin and copper lodes under the sea. 

The second division of the mining district of Cornwall commences at 
Marazion on the south side, and Hayle on the north, at a point where there 
are none of those grand escarpments of rock that characterise the Land’s 
End division. On the contray, here everything is comparatively level and 
sober, and it has often been in contemplation to cut s canal through this short isthmus 
of four miles meridianally, the land only rising 40 feet above the level of the sea, in 
order to avoid the dangerous voyage (especially in winter) of weathering the Land’s End, 
where so much of life and property are continually lost. This low ground is occasioned 
by the junction of the clay-slate and granite, and a sort of general concentration of the 
trap-rocks. The great greenstone dykes of Camborne and Gwinear, with the accom- 
panying elvan courses, pass through this narrow neck of low ground, and here the clay- 
slates are massed from oneside of the peninsulatotheother. The granites on the south 
side are thrown up to a comparatively considerable height at the Godolphin Hills, but 
they are rounded, and bear little resemblance to what are sometimes called the igneous 
rocks. They are comparatively rounded, like the clay-slate hills, in the general outline, 
and bear little of the serrated angles of the great mountain chains of the world, when 
the melted rocks appear. This isthmus seems to be guarded by two P ° 
granite; on the south side is the Mount of St. Michael, rising like a pyramidical giant 
out of the sea, and, Atlas-like, bearing an immense mass of clay-slate on its shoulders, 
and the great Norman castle of the ancient Cornish family of the St. Aubyns as its head. 

In former times the next division—that extending northward from 
Truro to Crantock, near Cubert, and eastward as far as Lostwithiel, was 
not considered a profitable part of the county for mining, and even within 
our own time there was a proverb much credited—* that all the mines to 
the east of Truro Bridge might be considered as so much rubbish.” In looking over the 
map of ground, divided, as it is, into mining and geologtca\ departments, it is easy to see 
that this ground forms an important part of the mining country; the signs of the pro- 
duct cf the rock are scattered over the surface, as if indiscriminately, and yet to the 
mining mind there is a certain order in the distribution that speaks of regularity and 
conformity to law. In the first place, we have the great granitic centre, extending east- 
ward from the Fal to Lostwithiel, and from north to south, from Roche to St. Austell. 
Surrounding this boss is the clay-slate, striped and blotéhed with the trap-rocks, the 
feeders and supporters of the metals. In casting your eye over the ground, as repre- 
sented by the map, you find from north to south first a belt of lead rock. In this belt, 
at Newlyn, was found the celebrated lead mine of East Rose, mine that was worked 
on @ nortb and south lode for upwards of a mile in length, and paid Sir Christopher 
Hawkins and the Bishop of Exeter upwards of 14,0007. a year in royalties, and the pro- 
prietors (of whom Mr. Abel Lewis Gower, formerly Governor of the Bank of England 
was one) as much in a single year as 60,0002. in profit, and 20,0007. in bonuses. It isto 
such mines that the Daveys, our M.P.’s, and the Mitchells are indebted for their for- 
tunes; those who by their wealth are enabled to serve their country in Parliament, or 
add to its fortunes and their own by smelting its metals. Yet there are not a few who 
would hold up their hands ap their hands and cry, “ Beware of the dangers of mining!” 
What would mining come to in this country if left to the class of wiseacres who are for 
ever lifting up their voices to decry it and miners, and yet who say dividend mines 
are a good thing ? = : inh. 

The fourth, or eastern division, may be described as beginning at Bou- 
min, and running west to the Devon Great Consols, on the Tamar. The 
water of that river drives the machinery of that celebrated mine. From 
north to south the district extends from the north coast to that of the 
south. A central Jine from the south would extend from Looe to Tintagel Ilead. The 
area comprised may be estimated at about 600 square miles. This territory is granitic, 
and is designated Bodmin Downs. It is surrounded by clay-slate, intersected by chan- 
nels of greenstone, sloping generally east and west. One range of these Trappean rocks 
stretches from the vicinity of the Devon Great Consols north-westward for nearly 
20 miles, The theory that the central boss of granite was heaved upwards, the green- 
stone vein’ being lateral fissures, gradually filled up, seems justified by the general phe- 
nomena. From suchfindications it would be inferred by enced observers that the 
ground abounds in metals; and such is the fact, the copper deposited to the eastward 
being the finest deposit of vein copper in the British Isles, The Devon Great Consols 
is a regular copper lode, # mile in length, capped with rich gossan, subtended by an out- 
crop of granite on the south, and by a remarkable run of greenstone on the north-west. 
It is worthy of particular notice that this vast deposit of copper remained undiscovered 
until within the last 17 years. This proves that mineral treasures may lie beneath our 
fect, without such surface indications as will certainly lead to their discovery. Pos- 
sibly, hereafter geological and mineralogical science may so advance, that the super- 
ficial phenomena may be always recognised by which the treasures beneath may be traced. 

The general facts connected with each district are supplemented by ela- 
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| borate details referring to each particular mine contained in it, the offices 
| of the company, the land and mineral owners, the amount of «iucs paid, 
| the depth of adit and extent of workings, the number of hands eimployed, 
the machinery on the mine, the minerals returned, the dividends paid, and 
many other useful items connected with the mine, being carefully given.

MINING IN AUSTRALASIA—MONTHLY SUMMARY. 


The Minister of Mines has introduced a Bill to the Assembly for pro- 
viding a general system of reservoirs for water supply throughout the colony of Victoria, 
at the estimated cost of 1,161,070/. It is proposed to raise this sum by loan, and that the 
respective works shall be reproductive by a system of rating upon the different localities 
in which the works are to be constructed. The scheme has been generally received with 
favour throughout the country, and if skilfally carried out will to an inconceivable extent 
@ivance the agricultural, pastoral, and mining productiveness of the entire colony. 


Great success has lately been experienced at the Nelson (New Zealand) 
gold fleilds. Upwards of 11,000 ozs. of gold were brought into town last week. At other 


places gold has also been found in paying quantities, not only in the middle, but also in 
the northern island. 


Tue Wacrtaroo Minzes.—There is nothing new to relate of the Wai- 
laroo Mines, further than that the yield of ore both as regards quantity and quality is 
nearly the same as it has been for the past three or four months. The number of per- 
sons employed on the mines is about 430. Of these 160 are tutwork men, 60 are work- 
ing on tribute, and 191—consisting of men and boys—are at work on the surface, the 
remainder being variously employed about the mine. The quantity of ore sent away 
last month was 1430 tons, of an average quality of 1444 per cent. About the same 
quantity of ore, and of a similar percentage, will, it is expected, be forwarded during the 
present month to the port for reduction. 


Great activity prevails both at the old mines and at the bona fide new. 
The Moonta continues to turn out enormous yields, the lucky shareholders drawing di- 
vidend after dividend with astonishing rapidity. Moonta shares (5/. paid) are worth 
166/, The Yelta Mine bas yielded a splendid lode; and some sanguine people say it 
will be a continuation of the Moonta, to which mine it is contiguous, On the 17th the 
news of this discovery reached Adelaide, and Yelta shares instantly went up from 
91. 10s. to 20/. and since then have changed hands at even higher figures. Copper is 
now 88/, per ton at Port Adelaide, 


We learn (says the Wallaroo Times ) that the directors of the Moonta 
Mining Company purpose paying a dividend of 52. per share on July 11, another of the 
same amount on August 15, and still another early in October for the likeamount. When 
cartage can be procured to get the ore from the floors to the smelting-works it is expected 
that a monthly dividend of 5/. will be available.— South Australian Advertiser. 


AUSTRALIAN MINES, 


Kapunpa.—The ore raised in April was 216 tons of 18} per cent., ave- 
rage produce equal to 4134 tons of pure copper, exclusive of 170 tons of sulphur ores for 
flux. The quantity raised in May was estimated at about 210 tons. Since the last ad- 
vices 47 tons of copper had been shipped. 

YupanamutTana Coprer.—Since last advices I have made a farther 
shipment of 105 pigs of copper, and have at port 20 tons of copper and ore, for which 
freight is engaged. I am doing all I can to secure additional cartage, but until the rains 
fall I fear we shall be short of teams to get the produce to port, as well as wood for the 
furnaces. Frost is carrying out his contract for cartage pretty well, but, as the drought 
continues, not so satisfactorily as I could wish, Capt. Anthony (June 17) reports :— 
Blinman Mine: We lit the fire in No, 1 furnace on the Ist inst., made the first tap of 
metal on the 3d, and up to this day we have made 104% tons of copper from 54 tons of 
ore, The slags have been reduced to a very low percentage of copper, and as I assay 
them by the humid process every alternate day no risk is ran, The furnace hearth 
differs from those previously used, and stands remarkably well. By changing our mix- 
tures of ore for charges, as we see necessary, it is found that the wear and tear of the 
furnace sides is much less than formerly. We have dispatched from the mine 89 pigs 
of copper and 199 bags of ore during this month, 

Wortuinc.—The number of hands employed at the Bremer Mine on 
June 26 was 162; the expenses for the month, 1534/. 18s, 8d. ; quantity of ore raised, 
300 tons; quantity of ore on hand dressed ready for smelting, 900 tons; also 10 tons of 
regulus on hand. The smelting had been somewhat delayed owing to the seed time 
being on. In all other respects matters were going on weil: 18 tons of regulus was sold 
to the Australian Copper Company. 

Yorke PenrnsuLa,—Capt. Warmington reports:—Hall’s shaft, 25 fm. 
level: The lode in this end is from 7 ft. to 8 ft. wide, and is carrying some good ore, 
Ground driven in this end since my last report 2 fms. 3 ft., making in all 26 fms. 5 ft. 
The end in the 15 fathom level level is still carrying stones of very rich ore. Ground 
driven in this end since my last report 4 fms. 4 ft., making in all from Hall's shaft 
28 fms. 4 ft. The lodes in the 25, and also in the 15 fm. levels, are unsettled, but the 
two ends are carrying very rich stones of ore; in fact, the end in the 25 fm. level is so 
thoroughly mixed with good ore as to confirm me in my opinion that we shall havea 
good lode at agreater depth. The committee in Adelaide state:—By previous advices 
you will have learned that the committee have already given effect to the wishes of 
the home board for a concentration of all their efforts on the Kartila lodes, It is Capt. 
Warmington’s belief that a level driven east at 30 or 32 fms. would probably surpass 
the 75 fm. level in richness as much as the latter does the 15 fm. The advices just re- 
ceived from your side will enable the committee to act on Capt. Warmington’s opinion 
and advice, and, without any great increase in expenses, materially add to the com- 
pany’s prospects of success. 

ENGLISH AND AUSTRALIAN CoprER.—The quantity of coal at Kooringa 
was 1760 tons, at Kapunda 991 tons, and at Port Adelaide 400 tons. There were four 
smelting furnaces, one roasting, and one refinery at work at Port Adelaide. Since last 
advices further shipments of 253 tons had been made to India. 

Port Partie anp Cotonrat Gop (Mr. Bland, Clunes, June 22).— 
The receipts for May (six weeks) were 6691/.; disbursements, 6398/.: surplus, 2937. 
Quartz crushed, 6142 tons; produce per ton, 5 dwts. 22 gra. For the first three weeks 
of June the produce had risen to an average of 8 dwts. 2 rs. per ton.—Mine: Every- 
thing is looking well below, and promises a greatly improved state of things, and there 
seems no doubt that the whole of the stamps are likely to be kept fully supplied with 
remunerative quartz for some time to come, excepting probably tor a short time whilst 
the Clunes Company’s new boilers are being placed. The works at the soath shaft are 
now nearly completed, and quartz can be regularly raised from it ina short time, This 
end of the mine will afford us a very large supply of quartz, none having as yet been 
raised from it below the 230 feet levels, with the exception of a few tons for a sample. 
At the north shaft a commencement will shortly be made to open out the mine at the 
444 ft. level; this will give another 70-ft. stope, the whole length of the ground, one- 
fourth of a mile. The main shaft should then be sunk a further depth of 72 ft., to be 
ready for another level. We have commenced to test the different portions of the mine, 
and I am having one of the batteries kept principally at work upon samples. This will 
in time give us a good idea of the run of productive and unproductive quartz. The fol- 
lowing are the results so far: —Robinson’s vein, 374 ft. level, south shaft, 37 tons 8 cwts., 
average per ton 1 oz. 5 dwts. 2 gre.; eastern vein, 374 ft. level, south shaft, 39 tons 
7 cwts., average per ton 10 dwts. 6 gra.; old man south end, 59 tons, average per ton 
6 dwts. 4 grs.; ditto north end, average per ton 4 dwts. 744 grs. The transition from 
good to bad quartz Is very sudden, and we have had a very long run of the latter lately, 
but the recent improvement in the yield shows that we have good quartz in our deepest 
levels,and it becomes now of great importance to have the 444 ft. cross-cut driven, that 
the vein may have a further trial at the increased depth.— Mr. John Munday’s report 


{ | states that ‘a favourable change has occurred in the mining department both as regards 


the quantity of mineral raised and its yield. * * * The opening of the mine below 
the 228 ft. level is now 80 far overcome that there wil! probably be no farther diMicalty 
in supplying the stamps with crushing stuff for a long period tocome. The discovery 
of the productive ground in Robinson’s and the eastern vein, at the 3/4 ft. level, in the 
southern portion of the claim, is of great importance to the future of the mine, and too 
much interest cannot be attached to the exploration of both the northern and southern 
ground at the next level below. An improvement has of late been made in the expiora- 
tion of the veins by a systematic course of sampling on a large scale of the stations in 
progress. This is an operation now all the more necessary since the veins in depth are 
not so uniform in their return of gold as at the shallower levels, and their productive 
portions may thus te better ascertained, and treated accordingly.” 

Vicroria (London).—The directors have advices, dated Jane 22, from 
their resident director. Operations in the various panies were p ding satisfac- 
torily, and a remittance of 800/. has been received by this mail. 

Scortish AvusTRaLiaN (Sydney, June 21).—At Lambton Colliery, 
the sales of coal during May amounted to 6074 tons. Mr. Morehead, the superintendent, 
reports a decided improvement in the coal trade since the present month set in: —“ This 
will enable me, I expect, to transmit by next month’s mail a much more satisfactory 
return of the work done by us. The improvement I have mentioned is general ; it is, 
however, agreeable to find that we are getting our full share of this increased trade, 
There seem fair nds for anticipating a good trade in coal for some time, and that, 
therefore, prices will at all events be maintained. Even though we should not get a 
better price we shall, with a larger trade, have at once an increased profit per ton, and 
profit on a larger number of tons sold. We are getting on smoothly with the Govern- 
ment in connection with hauling and shipping arrangements, and they seem now really 
alive to the importance of making common cause with the companies using their railway.” 

CapianauLLtone Correr.—During the month there have been sam- 
pled 106 tons of ore, averagiag 15% per cent., and yielding on assay 164% tons of fine 
copper. Capt. Holman reports:—There are three stopes at work over the 25 east and 
west of Lawson’s shaft, in which the lode ranges from 4 to 7 {t. wide, yielding large 
quantities of disseminated or dredgy ores, which, when crushed, will yield favourably. 
The erection of the 25 in. engine is progressing. The engine-house is roofed in, the 
stonework of the chimney completed, and the crasher-house forward. The engine ought 
to be completed and at work about August 1. The stope in the west drive from John’s 
shaft, on Icelay’s lode, is now improved, and an increased yield of rich ores is antici- 
pated, There are two men in this stope, let at 50s. per fm., and yielding 2 tons per fm. 
John’s shaft will forthwith be sunk below the 13 fm. level, where a good lode is ex- 
pected. In the 13 fm. level west,on Northey’s lode, the tributers are sinking on a lode 
worth 1 ton per fm., of good quality ores; and a pitch on Icelay’s lode, east of engine- 
shaft, below the 10, is yielding favourably.—Smeiting Works: A further shipment of 
15% tons of fine copper has been made, per Golden City, to London. Beyond the copper 
shipped there remained in store at Sydney about 30 tons, and on the road and in stock 
at the works further 22 tons. Wood on hand, 2702 tons. The following is an extract 
from the communication received from the directors in Sydney :—There has been a 
great reduction in the mining and smelting costs for the last month, and It. is the inten- 
tion of the directors to keep down the expenses as much as possible till the machinery 
now being erected is in a state to operate upon the large quantity of ores of low per- 
centage now upon the mines, and as there is a good quantity of stope ground ready a 
large addition may very shortly be expected in the quantity of ore raised and seat to 
the smelting works. ’ 

Fortune Copper, W.A. (Capt. Penberthy, June 21).—The 50, north- 
east end, is driving by four men; lode from 2 to 3 ft. wide, producing about 11% ton of 
copper and lead ore per fm. The stopestin the back of the 50, north-east, are working 
by two men; lode 2 to 3 ft. wide, producing 144 ton of copper and lead ore per fathom. 
The 50, south-west end, is extended 11 fms, south-west of new engine-shaft ; the lode 
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in this end has much improved, being 3 to 4 ft. wide, producing 4 ton of yellow copper 
ore per{m. The stopes in the bottom of the 40 are producing severally 1 ton and 2 tons 
of ore perfm. The 30, north-east end, is extended about 70 fms. north-east of 
new engine-shaft, the last 15 fms. of which has been through a lode 2 to 3 ft. wide, pro- 
ducing 2 to 244 tons of lead ore per fm., of 75 per cent.; this point of operation has 
greatly improved. The four stopes in the back of the 30 fm. level are producing se- | 
verally 14% ton lead ore per fm., 144 ton lead ore per fm., 2 tons lead ore, and 1 ton of | 
copper ore perfm. We have dressed this month 15 tons of copper ore, and 45 tons lead | 
ore, of good quality. 





Meetings of Public Gompanies. 


WORTHING MINING COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of 
the company, St. Helen’s-place, on Monday, 

Mr. Crrus Leae in the chair. 

The report of the directors (an abstract of which appeared in last week’s 
Journal) was taken as read. 

The Cuarmman said that the directors had upon several occasions ex- 
pressed their belief that some day or the other they would be in a position to declare a 
dividend, and he believed they were now much—very much—nearer that desired goal 
than at any previous period during the company’s history. (Hear, hear.) Although he 
had not a great deal to add to the report, he thought tne shareholders could not but 
agree with the directors that it was one of the most satisfactory reports that they had 
been able to issue during the whole existence of the company. He wished to draw at- 
tention to one fact, concerning Which some questions might have been asked by those 
who fancied there was a discrepancy between the report of last year and that just sub- 
mitted. In last year’s report the reserves of ore were valued at something like 100,000/., 
but from that valuation had to be deducted the cost of removing the ore from the mine. 
In this year’s report it would be found that the nett value of the 15,000 tons of ore in 
reserve was 30,000/., that is, after deducting the cost of bringing it to surface—(Hear, 
hear)—in other words, the company was now in a better position by some 10,000/, or 
15,0007. than at this time last year. Of course, they all had to regret the very low price 
of copper, for it made a very material difference to copper mines, especially those that 
produce poor ores. It was calculated jast year that between the bills drawn against the 
large quantity of copper on hand and the amount realised there would have been a sur- 
plas of about 1900/.; but, unfortunately, it realised about 6002, less than the amount 
represented by those bills, and had it not been for this the company would at the pre- 
sent time have been entirely out of debt. Some short time since he was looking over 
the reports of former years, and he found that the directors used to limit the expendi- 
ture in the colony to 2001, per month. Last year, however, the expenditure amounted 
to 19,5401., while during the year comprised in the report, instead of the expenditure 
being 200/., it had been about 2000/, per month, It might be asked what was the use of 
this large expenditure unless some remunerative result were derived from it? When 
he told them that during jast year the profit realised from the Kremer Mine was some- 
thing like 9000/,, there could be no question that the financial position of the company 
had certainly very much improved during the past year. As he had already sald, the 
actual expenditure upon the mine during the past year had been 24,000/., in addition to 
which they had pald for Scott’s Creek Smelting Works and machinery, which amounted 
to something like 30007,; while,on the other hand, there had been received for ore sold 
23,000/,—so that, deducting 24,0002, from 33,000/., left a profit of 9000/, They had for 
some time past been gradually getting out of debt, and there could be no question that 
they were now op the high road to prosperity, (lear, hear.) It would be seen by a 
reference to the report that the colonial committee expected to increase the raisings con- 
siderably during the current year, say to 5000 cons, and at but a slightly increased cost. 
If 3400 tons would give them 33,000/., there was reason to suppose that 5000 tons would 
give a value of 48,000/., and if the additional 1600 tons could be raised at acost slightly 
in excess of that of the past year they might look forward to the realisation of a profit 
during this year of between 15,000/, and 18,000/,—(Hear, hear) —that is, if no unforeseen 
circumstance occurred to prevent their hopes being realised. 

Mr. ELLiorr enquired if the calculations of the directors were based upon the present 
price of copper ?——The Cuatkman replied in the affirmative; indeed, the computations 
were based upon copper at 80/. per ton, although he need hardly say that he should be 
most happy to see it at 19s, to 208, per unit. As regarded the Bremer Mine, about 
which Capt. Prisk bad always entertained the most sanguine opinions, he now says— 
“It will be second to none in the colony if it only continues to go on as it has done 
daring the last three or four years.” Therefore, it would be seen that Capt. Prisk—to 
whose valuable services the company owed so much—was thoroughly satisfied that the 
Bremer Mine would rank as one of the first—if not the first—in the colony. (Hear, 
hear.) Besides remer, they had, as stated in the report, the Wheal Maria in reserve. 
The shareholders had already been informed that Wheal Maria was comparatively un- 
worked, though hitherto considered to be more valuable than the Bremer. The di- 
rectors look forward with hope to accamulating a reserve fund, to be ultimately used in 
the working of this mine; but until the shareholders had been in receipt of dividends 
for some time the directors would not attempt it, although, by the plans, there were a 
great many valuable lodes anc caunter lodes running through it. As to the result of 
the year’s working, he could not do better than to quote from the report, where it stated 
that at the commencement of the year the company were in debt in the colony to the 
extent of 4164/, 19s. 10d., and in England 3556/. 0s. 10d, The produce of the workings 
of the mine has pald for Scott’s Creek Smelting Works about 3000/., and discharged all 
the liabilities in the colony, excepting 815/. 7s, 8d., which sum has been paid since the 
making up of the accounts, Regular remittances were now being looked forward to, to 
enable the directors to reward the patience and perseverance of the shareholders. (Hear, 
hear.) He need hardly say that it had been a disappoiniment to the directors as great 
as to the shareholders that dividends had not been paid before the present time, He 
could recollect, as no doubt could many present, when the Worthing Company was 
thought to be all but defunct ; but, after adeal of perseverance and patience on the part 
of the shareholders and directors, the undertaking had been kept together, as he hoped 
would be the case for many years to come, and with per lyr tive results. 
(Hear, hear.) Since the last meeting, one of the directors, on account of ill-health, had 
feit it his duty to resign his appointment, and the board had not filled up the vacancy 
thus occasloned, preferring to leave it to the shareholders to determine whether it should 
be filled up or not. Two gentlemen had given notice; but, unfortunately, they had not 
complied with the requirements of the Deed of Settlement, in giving the time required. 
In concluston, he might say that the total amount expended upon the Bremer Mine 
amounted to 111,0002., and up to the present time there had been sold therefrom between 
70,0002, and 80,0007. worth of copper. The property was unencumbered, although they 
ha been obliged to raise money at their bankers, which would be soon wiped off. He 
would not say there was some little credit due to the directors, although there was credit 
due to somebody, for the present satisfactory position of the company’s affairs, and all he 
could say was that they would pursue & most prosperous career for many years to come. 
(Hear, hear.) He then moved that the report of the directors be received and adopted. 
——Dr. Worton seconded the proposition. 

Mr. Brooxs sald it could not fall to be most gratifying to the shareholders to find that 
the directors were in a position to submit such a satisfactory and encouraging report. 

The CuarrMan, in reply to a question, stated that the directors were doing all in their 
power to wipe out of the accounts the item of interest altogether, and had no doubt it 
would be done before long. Shareholders must never lose sight of the fact that this com- 
pany had had to labour under the disadvantage of paying the whole cost of working the 
mine out of the returns, If they had been provided with a working capital for the de- 
velopment of the mine, dividends would have been paid long since; but the profit of 
90001, realised last year had been devoted to the paying off the Habilities, and for the 
purchase of Scott’s Creek Smelting Works, They had very sanguine anticipations that 
the profit realised this year would be something like double that of last year. 

The motion adopting the report was then put and carried unanimously, 

The question of the appointment of a director in the room of Mr, Boord, rest J,was 








hia colleagues felt, but he felt very strongly indeed upon the question, and upon nocon- 
sideration whatever could he be induced to re-occupy the place which he that day vacated, 
and be could say the same for his friend, Colonel Bush. Although he (the Chairman) 
left the company as a director, he should continueas a shareholder, having recently dou- 
bled his interest. 

Colonel STRaNGE regretted that it had devolved upon him to move the resolation he 
was tosubmit. It had been arranged that Mr. Stock should move it, bat illness in his 
family had prevented him from being present. The remarks made by the Chairman 
had rendered it scarcely necessary for him (Colonel Strange) to enter into much detail, 
and the more especially as since the meeting, in May last, so much attention had been 
given to the affairs of the company that most of the shareholders were tolerably con- 
versant with the facts of thecase. The resolution he had to propose was “ That the pre- 
sent directors do not possess the confidence of the shareholders, , therefore, that they 
be forthwith removed from their office.” He (Colonel Strange) need hardly say that 
no personal animosity had induced him te adopt this course, for up till May last he had 
thought the company was going on successfully, though slowly, but from that time up 
to the present he had had an unfavourable opinion as to the management. It was very 
certain that the board could not proceed with their duties with such unanswered ques- 
tions hanging over them. He had not the slightest doubt that the whole of them 
were most honourable men, but notwithstanding that they might mismanage the affairs 
of the company. He knew that the term “ want of confidence” was a strong one, but he 
considered it was justified by the following facts—the tone of the meeting in May, which 
was adverse to the present management; by the report of the committee of investiga- 
tion; by the acceptance of that report; by the evident tone of the present meeting; and 
by the signatures of the shareholders who signed the requisition convening it, represent- 
ing upwards of one-third of the capital of the company, instead of one-fifth, as required 
by law ; and, lastly, by the number of proxies that had been entrusted to the committee, 
representing upwards of 5000 shares. Another point to which he might advert was, 
that the composition of the board had been getting weaker and weaker. He further 
stated that he did not think the company could be brought to a successful issue without 
fresh quarters. As regards Mr. Downe’s letter, to which the Chairman bad referred, ali 
he (Colonel Strange) need say was, that it merely reiterated the statements Mr. Downe 
had previously made; but he (Colonel Strange) did not yet believe that 26 miles of the 
railway would be completed by January. As faras the object of the present meeting 
was concerned, all he need show was that considerable dissatisfaction existed among a 
large proportion of the shareholders with regard to the present management. 

Admiral Corrin contended that the railway had been commenced at the wrong end, 
for instead of at the port it should have been commenced at the mine, and brought 
down towards the place of shipment. With respect to the removal of the directors, he 
thought even if the resolutions were carried, that they should not vacate the office |for 
some weeks, until whatever arrangements were pending had been completed. 

The CHAIRMAN said the object the directors had in view in commencing the rail- 
way at what the hon. proprietor had pleased to call “the wrong end” was to enable 
the materials necessary for iis construction to be got up the country as far as possible, 
and thas save an enormous expense, (Hear, hear.)——-Mr. Heporcock said, if the ex- 
pectations of Mr. Downe were realised, there would be 26 miles of railway completed 
by January ; and he (Mr. Hedgecock) believed that the capital of the company not yet 
called up would be sufficient to place the company in a position to bring down copper 
to the place of shipment. 

Mr. Consul Hem™rne said, that as only 3%4 miles of the railway had been completed 
within 12 months, it was not reasonable to expect that three to four miles could be made 
monthly, which would have to be done tocarry out Mr. Downe’s expectations. Hethen 
enquired how much of the 9000/, arrears of calls had been paid since the report of the 
directors was issued ?——~The ManacerR: About 1500/. He further explained that the 
90001, were really assets, the amount actually due upon calls being between 6000/7. and 
7000/., and about 2500/7, being on its way to Mr. Downes, Of the arrears, about 3000/7. 
was due upon the last call, The object the directors had in view was to show the 
amount of available assets. 

Mr. AVERY thought that instead of the resoulution which had been proposed being put 
to the meeting, it would be far better simply to accept the resignation which the di- 
rectors had tendered.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. | 

The Sambre Mines and Rolling-works veers has just held a general 
‘ ooked for in the indus- 
trial and financial world. ‘The Industrials were interested in the matter, 
because they wished to obtain precise information of the state of the iron- 
works, and especially of the rolling-works established near Maubeuge. 
Financiers, on their side, have seen the shares of the company fall to a 
miserably low point—about 1/. 4s. each—and some speculators believe that there are 
chances of an advance from this point, while it is evident that the probabilities of a fall 
are singularly diminished. A certain disappointment was then experienced, when it 
was found that the meeting which assembled was not sufficiently large for deliberative 
purposes. Another gathering was convened for Sept. 11. The shareholders in the 
Sclessin Company have voted at an extraordinary sitting a proposal for the augmen- 
tation of the floating capital, made by the Council of Administration. 

No very striking modification has occurred in the foreign copper mar- 
kets. A circular from a Havre broker thus sums up the position of the 
article on that market, July 31:—‘‘In United States there is the same 
stagnation as has been remarked for some time; in consequence of direct 
deliveries the stock has declined by 12 tons, while importations from New York are al- 
most nil. In Chilian, nothing was scarcely done until towards the close of the month Fy

We shall only mention siderurgy 
and coal mining industry, Those who follow with some attention the state of these 
industries are convinced that both are a prey to the same depression. The production 
of the Belgian collieries was some years since proportioned to the internal consumption ; 

then came a new era of foreign competition, and new outlets were offered to Belgian coals, 
which are of excellent quality. The future showed itself under a large aspect; new pits 
were opened, and the extraction acquired immense proportions. But it appeared that 
the outlets on which reliance had been placed had been exaggerated, while coal basins 
created in France and Germany sustained a competition against our products. A crisis 
was inevitable, and our collieries have hac to support it for several years past. The 
crisis is now less intense, and a sensible improvement has taken place in the position of 
coal mining industry ; but it must not be said that the evil is entirely dissipated, and 
that nothing more remains to be done to consolidate and establish the situation. Inany 
case, the example of the past must serve for instruction in the future. It is not with- 
out reason that we bave recalled in a few words the history of Belgian coal-mining 
industry during the last few years. Although the facts may be patent and confirmed 
by figures, it is necessary to repeat them even to satiety, for industrials are quick to for- 
get, when prosperity returns to them, the years of crisis through which they have had 
topass. It isas well not to be pessimists, but it must be admitted that there are many 
points of comparison between the position of coal workings ten years since and that of 
ironworks during the last few seasons. In the same manner that the extraction of coal 
was found insufficient for a t in presence of an extraordinary special demand, in 
the same manner the works became overcharged with orders two years since; and, un- 
fortunately,a conviction begins to be entertained that these wants were also unnatural. 
In the same manner as in the period of prosperity extractors were bent on sinking new 
pits, extending their subterranean galleries, and redoubling their activity, we have 
since seen ironworks carry production to its last limits, extend existing buildings, and 
create new ones. Let us suspend the comparison here. In pushing it further we must 
predict for metallurgical industry the sufferings which coal working associations have 
endured, and such is not our idea. We do not say that the evil is without remedy, but 
we must at least confess that there is a certain danger to be avoided, and some precau- 
tions to be taken, For each of the industries with which we occupy ourselves, maritime 
exports ought to be seriously considered, and already we have invited to this subject the 
attention which it deserves. Siderurgical industry has long familiarised itself with 
distant deliveries; after having made numerous experiments it has arrived at serious 
results. Distant outlets have not yet said their last word, but we must look for a con- 
siderable impr tin t conditions. At the same time there is a tendency 
which must be guarded against. We have seen of late our metailurgical establishments 
press somewhat heavily on the internal market, maintaining prices of iron with great 
sharpness, while concessions were made on foreign account. In order to justify these 
concessions it was said that it was necessary to extend external relations, and that such 
a policy was a sure means of running off on suitable terms a considerable production. 
It was further argued that these concessions in respect to prices were often only apparent, 
as means were thus easily found of getting rid of iron of secondary quality. This manner 
of doing and seeing is not the general rule; we even congratulate ourselves on thinking 
that it is the exception, but nevertheless the exception exists, and it is necessary that 
it should be guarded against.” c

In the 
155 fm. level west, on Allen’s lode, we have intersected the small crossing, and calcu- 
late to have about 6 fathoms to drive north to reach Vivian's iode; after this is accom- 
plished the drivage will be directed south to Downing’s and other lodes. The 128 cross- 
cut north has been recently cleared and secured from Foxe’s shaft to Vivian’s lode; a 
pare of men are opening out on it west; although in the influence of the cross-course, 
the end is worth 1 ton per fathom, and all in whole ground to the 104. The 128, south 
of Foxe’s shaft, is in a beautifal channel of ground, and is fast approaching towards 
Jope’s lode, with water oozing from the end, indicating the lode is not far distant, and 
we are looking forward with intense interest to see the result, A winze, sinking below 
the 104, is down about 20 fms., in which we have been breaking occasional stones of ore 
in the cross-course, and when a communication is effected it will cause good ventila- 
tion, and put us in a position to open out the lodes in this level (the 128) without the 
least obstruction.

ground hard. We cannot tell the exact distance, but judging, however, the lode cannot 
be far off. We are still driving the 38 fm. level cross-cut, south of Hallett’s shaft, with 
a view of cutting Pryor’s and other lodes; we have been expecting here to cut the first 
lode for some time past; ground moderately easy. In conclusion, we have endeavoured

now could not be taken away with any advantage to the shareholders; yet, on the 
whole, we are pleased to say that we never entertained a more favourable opinion of the 
mine than at the present time—seeing the chances we have before us, especially on 
Jope’s lode; and should our expectations be verified on this lode, having upwards of 
250 fms. of ground before us, we hope that with patience we shall, ere long, open up 
something good, that will remunerate the shareholders for their outlay.

Orders from America also are gradually increasing, 
and confidence is still entertained that the trade will continue to revive, 
These circumstances tend to give encouragement to those connected with 
the metal trade, and to enable them to look forward to better times.

Inon.—The Jha » =A for iron continues in Staffordshire. The

THE SCOTCH AND CLEVELAND IRON TRADES, 


The trade and public have lately been favoured with productions in the 
shape of circulars, enlarging on the great prosperity of the Iron Trade, 
I congratulate the country on the magnitude of this branch of its industry, 
which for years past has been developing itself in such a manner as now 
to be the astonishment of all. A glance at the statistics which are pub- 
Mshed from year to year will at once show how rapidly Scotch tron has been produced, 
and how enormously the consumptive powers have also been developed; yet the Scotch 
trade is not the greatest wonder. The Cleveland trade has by far outdone the Scotch, 
and next year will open with @ production even larger than that of all Scotland, as the 

will show, 
oe who have so recently published circulars of the Scotcb and Cleveland 
trades go strongly in favour of higher prices; and state that the stocks, both north and 
south of the Tweed, have been considerably reduced. The stock in Scotland has, it is 
generally admitted, been slightly reduced, but certainly not to the extent that the cir- 
cular writers would have us believe (although said writers put forth their production as 
official, when it really is not, the committee of trade, having nothing to do with the 
compilation of the sald statistics). When we take into consideration that the exports 
and consumption, in the first balf of the year, have always been in advance of produc- 
we will bave no cause to wonder that this year has also seen a trifling reduction of 
20,000 tons. Notwithstanding the heavy consumption in the early part of each year, 
the stock in Scotland has attained to 760,000 tons, sufficient to meet the demand should 
another pig not be made in all Scotland for eight months, 

In Middlesbro’ district the make last year amounted to 904,000 tons. There were 
many new furnaces blown-in during the last four months of 1864, which have been 
making up to the present time about 300 tons per week each, and which will go far to

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUFACTURE oF IRON AND STEEL.—The in- 
vention patented by Mr. J. G. Willans, of Stephen’s-crescent, Bayswater, 
relates, first, to the treatment in the blast-furnace of such iron ores from 
the green sand and oolitic formations, hematite ores, and iron cinder, as 
may contain four times as much silica as other earths, not including lime. These, 
when smelted without the addition of as much alumina as would bring down the silica 
present in the furnace to within three times the amount of the other earths therein, 
not including lime, would have the tendency, when partially deprived of oxygen, to 
fase and descend more rapidly than desirable. In such case, as a corrective, also as & 
flux, the patentee adds, in place of, entirely or in part, ordinary limestone, a mineral 
chiefly composed of carbonate of magnesia and carbonate of lime, in the raw or calcined 
state, containing at least as much magnesia to lime as exists in the pro ion of 21 
carbonate of magnesia to 77 carbonate of lime, or as 3 of the former to 11 of the latter. 
Should the magnesia exist In larger proportion, or this ore or fuel contain magnesia, 
or the slag be preferred to contain more lime, ordinary limestone may be added along 
with the magnesian mineral. The quantity of the latter required to produce a satis- 
factory slag will depend ypon the amount and chemical nature of the earthy contents 
in the furnace, and may be arrived at in the usual way by furnace magnesia. The in- 
vention relates, secondly, to the production of steel and iron by decarburetting divided 
cast or refined metal to the required point in @ more certain manner than heretofore 
by enclosing, or encasing, it in contact with malleable iron (such as small scraps or 
crushed puddie-ball), or with substances containing oxygen (such as iron ores, iron

Traction Carriace.—The specification of Messrs. Bernier and Godard 
Desmarest’s invention (commanicated to Mr. Henry, patent agent, Fleet-street) de- 
scribes a steam-carriage, in which the motive-power, instead of being imparted to 
wheels, is transmitted by cranks to a set of legs, having an alternating, or rising and 
falling, motion, and bearing at their downstroke against the ground, rail, or surface to be 
traveiled over, so that they propel the carriage in a manner somewhat similar to the 
action of the legs of a horse. An arrangement of rods, working in slotted brackets, and 
actuated in levers, is also described for bringing the legs in and out of action. 


Boxine Giove.—The specification of Mr, Emanuel’s patent (recently 
filed by Mr. Henry, patent agent, Fieet-street) relates to a glove which, instead of being 
padded with wool or like substance, as is usual, is inflated with alr through a mouth- 
plece or tube, which is closed and opened as desired, and when opened the air is dis- 
charged and the glove contracted, so that it may be folded and packed.

Trape Marus.—The House of Lords lately affirmed the decision of 
Lord Chancellor Westbury (reversing the decree originally made by Vice-Chancellor 
Wood), in the case of the Leather Cloth Company (Limited) v. the American Leather 
Cloth Company (Limited), holding that the Court of Chancery is not to protect a person 
in the use of a trade mark which contains false or misleading representations concern- 
ing the character of the goods to which it is applied. Accordingly in this case, where the 
purchasers of a manufactaring business, and of the right to use a trade mark, adopted 
and continued the use of such trade mark, which contained the name of the firm from 
whom they purchased, and statements and representations which had ceased to be true 
as regarded the article they manufactured, the House of Lords held that they were not 
entitled to relief against an infringement of such trade mark, 


Partnersuir CapitaL.—In the case of Cooke v. Benbow, it has been 
decided by the Lords Justices that the withdrawal by a partner of capital in order to pay 
his private debts is so far for the benefit of the other partners, as preventing the mis- 
chief that would arise from an execution against the partnership property, that in the 
absence of fraud no interest is payable to the other partners on account of the capital 
so withdrawn. It was observed by Lord Justice Knight Bruce that interest might, 
under some circumstances, be payable between partners on account of capital brought in 
or withdrawn, independently of express contract. 





Cornish Pumpine Enoines.—The number of pumping engines re- 
ported for June is 33. They have consumed 2301 tons of coal, and lifted

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND.

412,927 tons, showing an increase this year of 11,554 tons. There are | 
good indications of a revival of shipments to America, a considerable 

amount of freight having been engaged within the last few days, at rates | 
over those lately ruling, and vessels are still wanted. The market for | 
pig-iron continues quiet, but prices ate firmly maintained. On Monday | 
it opened flat, with sales of warrants, at 54s. 14d. cash, but immediately 

after improved to 54s. 3d. and 54s. 4d. cash, and 54s. 6d. a month paid. 

On Tuesday no business reported; sellers asking 54s. 4}d. cash, buyers 

54s, 3d. To-day a few transactions were reported, at 54s. 3d. cash, and 

54s. 6d. one month, and 55s. three months, closing buyers, sellers asking 

14d. higher. Shipping iron isin good demand. Coltness, No. 1, 62s. 6d.; 

Gartsherrie, 60s. 9d.; Glengarnock at Ardrossan, 56s.; No. 1, g.m.b., 

f.o.b. here, 55s.; No. 3, 54s. 

Manvracturep [ron.—The demand for bar-iron of all kinds for ship- 

ment has been unusually good, and prices during the last few weeks have 

been gradually getting firmer. Specifications are finding their way into 

this market that formerly were placed in Wales, buyers finding that Scotch 

bars of a good quality are obtainable here on better terms than they can 

be had in Wales, the Welsh prices having advanced so materially. We 

look forward to a continuance of these orders, as Scotch iron is almost 
everywhere preferred to Welsh, even at a higher price. In the home 

market the trade is quiet, but, although merchants are not ordering 

largely, the general complaint is a difficulty in getting prompt delivery. 

For some time the weather has hindered very much the operations at the 

works, but now there is a prospect of the men being able more regularly 

to follow their employment. For plates and shipbuilding iron there is not 

anything like the demand experienced during the time of blockade running, 

but prices are well maintained. Formerly, large quantities of this class of 
iron came from England to the Clyde; now the English makers have 

ceased to compete, and there is sufficient employment for the makers here. 

The following are a few of the rates current here: —First brand, common 

bars, 87.; second brands, common bars, 77. 5s. to 7/. 10s.; angle-iron, 

71, 15s. to 91.; ship-plates, 97, to 97. 10s.; boiler-plates, 97, 10s. to 107. 10s. 

per ton, f.o.b. in Glasgow. 

In Cast Inon, there is only a moderate business doing, owing to the 

slackness in shipbuilding, consequently many of our foundries are not so 

well employed as they were a few months ago. During the summer there 

was a large demand for gas and water pipes, but specifications for imme- 

diate delivery are difficult to place. 

Coals for shipment are in good request, principally for Baltic and British 
American ports. The exports from Scotch ports this week amount to 
30,500 tons, and last year the figures were 20,500 tons, making a differ- 
ence of 10,000 tons. 

The strike at the five pits of the Govan Colliery continues, and Monday 
last was observed as a general holiday by the miners in the district, in 
order that they might have no excuse for absenting themselves from the 
general meeting held on that day at Tolcross, The secretary to the 
Miners’ Association informed the meeting that the masters in the Wishaw 
district were prepared to engage every man who was willing to go to 
them, at wages varying from 4s. 10d. to 5s. 2d. per day. He also re- 
ported that he had received a communication from Mr. Ramsay, the 
owner of Walbottle Colliery, in the North of England, enquiring if some 
of the idle men could be sent him—the wages offered being 5s. to 5s. 6d. 
per day. By resolution of the meeting Mr. Dixon’s men were requested 
to consult apart as to the course they should in the circumstances elect 
to pursue; and, after about an hour’s deliberation, they reported to the 
meeting that they had—by a large majority—resolved to stand for the 
‘4s, 6d. per day, and no surrender.” This resolution was warmly applauded 
by the meeting, and a committee was appointed to advise the Govan men 
in the emergency. At this meeting, Mr. M’Donald (secretary to the 
Union) denounced the conduct of the district Inspector, Mr. Moore, for the 
the part he took in the action raised by him against Mr. Snowdon (colliery 
owner) for deficient ventilation, and noticed in my last report. If the de- 
cision of the Sheriff-substitute was confirmed by the Sheriff-principal, the 
secretary of the miners was prepared to carry the case to the highest court 
in the land; and, if unsuccessful there, he would show Parliament, when 
they met, that the Mines’ Inspection Act was inoperative, and that the 
sooner the twelve functionaries [Inspectors], with 600/. a-year each, and 
travelling expenses, were dismissed, the better. In fact, the feeling against 
the Inspector was so keen, that the proceedings were brought to a conclu- 
sion with a vote of no confidence in this official. 

The “Dunoon Pier Company” (whose business is conducted in the most 
secret manner possible) has, we learn, just distributed a dividend and 
bonus amongst its shareholders of 70 per cent.! The pier is situated at 
the popular watering-place of Dunoon, about 30 miles down the Clyde, 
and consists of a few insular piles roughly planked, and run out into the sea 
some 150 feet. Toll is taken on everything landed—goods and persons, 
perambulators and carpet-bags! Hence the profits. 











REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Avs. 17.—The demand for coal, iron, &c., here continues extremely 
good, and prices in proportion—consequently the demand for men is great. 
This is shown by an advertisement which appeared in the Newcastle 
papers @ few days ago for 80 coal hewers at the South Derwent Colliery. 
The most remarkable movements in progress on the Tyne at present are 
the enlargement of the Tyne Docks, which is to be done immediately (we 
may remark, by-the-way, that the Low Lights Dock appears to be shelved 
for the present, at any rate). These docks, formed by the North-Eastern 
Railway Company, have been a most signal success, and have most con- 
siderably damped the Sunderland Docks. Although only a very few 
years have elapsed since the completion of those docks, yet they are fully 
employed, and more space and accommodation are urgently required, which 
consequently are to be got as quickly as possible. At Sunderland the 
scheme of a High Level Bridge has been broached, and there can be no 
doubt that if they mean to keep their position, so far as the coal and iron 
trade is concerned, this is one of their most crying wants, as they are en- 
tirely deficient in direct access from the west and north to their magni- 
ficent docks. Should the High Level scheme proceed to completion, 
there can be no doubt that new dock accommodation will be required at 
Sunderland, but without this the rapid advance of the Tyne asa safe 
and deep harbour will to a considerable extent eclipse its rival. Leaving 
the Tyne Docks, the chemical works of Messrs. Tennant are all but com- 
pleted, and they will considerably increase the trade of the Tyne. The 
operations of the Tyne Coal Company are proceeding rapidly. The out- 
let drifts for the water, both at Wallsend and Hebburn, are in course of 
formation; also a railway from the Tyne to the Wallsend Colliery. The 
mason-work is also proceeding at the latter place nesessary for the numer- 
ous boilers to be place here for working the powerful pumping-machinery 
in preparation. It will be recollected that powerful pumping and wind- 
ing engines are already placed at Hebburn, so that when all the engines 
are at work, such a flood of water will be poured into old Tyne as never 
before was sent from coal mines. What time must elapse before the pump- 
ing commences it is difficult to say, but it is supposed that at least six 
months will be required to complete these most important operations. The 
result, if entirely successful, of which there can be no reasonable doubt, 
will be most eventful, as the extensive and valuable seams of Hebburn, 
Jarrow, Wallsend, Howden, and Willington, will be once more available, 
and the Tyne will once more assert its supremacy for producing the best 
house coal ever discovered; and, of course, the effect must be to increase 
very much the population and the general prosperity of the Tyne below 
bridge. That venerable structure—the old Tyne Bridge—is now con- 
demned, and the erection of a wooden bridge to supply its place tempo- 
rarily was commenced on Monday. When this is completed, the old 
bridge will be‘removed, and a drawbridge erected in its place, in order to 
permit the of vessels upwards. Ultimately, vessels will be taken 
to Blaydon, and, of course, a great impetus will be given to all the trades 
carried on in that direction, and particularly to the coal and iron trades, 
as the expense of conveyance for these minerals will be much reduced, 
No doubt many thin seams, at present not workable to profit, will be 
brought into operation. 
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here is the opening of new blast furnaces at Middlesbro’, which took place 
on Tuesday. ‘The furnaces are four in number, and are called the Sin- 
thorpe Ironworks. The furnaces adjoin those of Messrs. Hopkins and Co, 
The building of the furnaces was commenced in January, 1864; they are 
of the largest kind in the district, and fitted up with all the latest im- 
provements, including patent hoists and gauntries, by Mr. Gjers, the en- 
gineer to the company. As each furnace is capable of making 300 tons 
of iron per week, it will be seen that when in full blast the four furnaces 
will produce 1200 tons of ore per month, or about 60,000 tons per annum, 


I hear that John Abbot and Company (Limited) have declared a dividend 
of 41. per share, which is at the rate of something like 20 per cent. Pyle, Spence, and 
Company (Limited) have not yet declared a dividend; but I understand that the profits 
of their concern are at the rate of 20 per cent. per annum. 

I see from the work that is going on at Willington and Hebburn that 
thecolliery company is bent upon shortly getting under way to clear our Tyneside pits of 
water. If these collieries start shortly again, what a population we shall have on our 
Tyneside, and what smoke! —* Erin,” in Veweastie Daily Chronicle. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Ave. 17.—The Iron Trade keeps moderately good. A few works are 
short of orders for bars and plates, but others have enough to do for some 
weeks to come, and the tone of the trade is decidedly better than it has 
been at any time this year. Prices are firmer, and they are strengthened 
by the fact that wages are high, and that there is not much prospect of a 
reduction, even if the price of iron should be reduced. ‘There is now no 
strike prevailing, but it is said that there is left a good deal of feeling, 
which exhibits itself in an unaccommodating spirit, and a disposition to in- 
terpose and magnify rather than to remove difficulties, It is to be hoped 
this may soon subside, for it is unfortunate for both men and masters, as 
both may benefit the other without injury, nay, whilst benefiting themselves, 

Mr. Baker’s report on the South Staffordshire coal field was noticed 
last week, and that of Mr. Wynne, the Inspector for North Staffordshire, 
calls for a few observations. Both coincide in this general feature, that 
accidents are mainly owing to the want of adopting certain well-established 
precautions, and the maintenance of such a degree of discipline as would 
ensure the regular observance of such regulations. ‘The way in which, 
for instance, two men go into an opening, the one with a safety-lamp, and 
the other with a naked light, shows how entirely all principles are set 
aside in carrying out the precautions which experience recommends. Mr, 
Wynne concludes his report by remarks as to the real functions of an In- 
spector of mines. He draws a most just distinction between seeing that 
certain defined regulations are complied with, and the Inspector assuming 
the responsibility of directing the management of the mines. At the same 
time, it appears a matter of regret that offences against the rules are not 
oftener punished, when no accident results from such neglect. For in- 
stance, it constantly comes to light at inquests that the examination of 
workings, prior to the men commencing, is not carried out, and mentrust . 
to there being no accident, and, it is to be feared, systematically neglect 
this precaution. 

An interesting paper, read by Mr. Henry Johnson, before the Dudley 
and Midland Geological Society, has been published, pointing out the pro- 
bable extension of which the coal fields of this and adjacent districts are 
capable. Mr. Henry Johnson refers to a previous paper, in which he 
maintained “the probabie continuity of the thick coal from Cradley towards Broms- 
grove, underneath the Permian, and to the probable ex!stence of coal at moderate depths 
underneath the lower New Ked Sandstone and Permians over the vast districts lying 
between the South Staffordshire and Shropshire coal fields, and the South Staffordshire 
and Warwickshire coal fields. It will, no doubt, be gratifying to the ‘ working’ mem- 
bers of this society to know that since the reading of that paper no less than six very 
important purchases of mines have been made, and five sinkings commenced in the 
south end of the coal field, by the spirited firms of Messrs. King and Co., Cradley Park ; 
Swindell and Co., Homer-hill; George Pell and Co., Wassel-grove; New British Iron 
Company, Hawne ; and J.8. Dawes, Manor Farm, Hales Owen. A/l these sinking are, 
I believe, going on most satisfactorily. Messrs. King and Co., after having passed 
through 70 or 80 yards of purple maris, have reached the thick coal at about 170 yards, 
Probably the two most important sinkings are those of Messrs. Peil and Co, and Mr. J. 
8. Dawes, lying about three miles apart, and extending nearly two miles over the orl- 
ginally expiored boundary of the coal field. In the event of the thick coal being dis- 
covered in these two sinkings—which there appears at present no doubt about —at least 
4000 acres may be safely calculated upon as proved by these two trials.” 


Speaking of the probable extent of the district as yet unworked, Mr, 
Johnson says :— 

If, then, we take the district lying between S dshire and Shrops' first, we 
sball have, from Lilleshall to Rugeley, a distance of twenty miles, and from Madeley 
to Kingswinford, about fourteen miles, and from a distance a littie north of Wheaton 
Aston to Areley Wood and Bewdley Forest, twenty-one miles, ora total area of 357 
square miles, or 228,000 acres. This vast tract is bounded on the east by the South 
Staffordshire western boundary fault, ranning north and south, which is a downthrow 
west, and brings in the Permians with the coal measures dipping underneath all along 
its course for 20 miles,and over which fault no proof has yet been made, Several at- 
tempts have, however, been made to do so, by driving “level away” out of the thick 
coal workings on the rise side across such fault, only, however, to find the existence of 
the Permian and a large influx of water, and necessitating immediate and strong dam- 
ming off. On the Shropshire side, this tract is bounded by an eastern dDoundary fault, 
running nearly north and south, which is a downthrow east; but I believe a very in- 
teresting proof has lately been made of the existence of mines on the downthrow side 
of this fault, underneath the Permian, about half-way between Shiffoal and Oakengates. 
What I have to suggest, then, to be carried out at this or some other more favourable 
spot, is the putting down of asingle shaft, 12 or 14 ft. in diameter, toa depth, if necessary, 
of (say) from 600 to 700 yards, which could be as readily done now as one of 100 yards 
in depth could have been done 50 years ago. The cost of thissingle shaft, with all sult- 
able winding and pumping machinery, if carried out with perseverance and economy, 
would not, I think, exceed 40,0003. But the very natural question isasked—“ Where ts 
the money to come from?” My answer to that is this—If the landowners of the disir.ct 
referred to would subscribe 7s. 6d, per acre upon 114,000 acres, that being one-half of the 
total area of 228,000, it would more than cover the 40,000/, required. 


Mr. Johnson estimates the area of the coal field which he believes would 
thus be opened between Staffordshire and Shropshire at 228,000 acres, 
whilst that between Staffordshire and the Warwickshire field extends over 
230,000 acres. The development of coal over such areas as these would 
be a real social revolution. 














REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Ava. 17.—Since last week’s report there has been no change of especial 
importance in the Iron Trade. ‘The improved feeling then referred to is 
fully sustained, and there are not wanting indications that the trade is 
destined to become still more active in a few months time. American en- 
quiries for certain descriptions of iron are more numerous, and shipments 
to the East Indies have again commenced. Home requirements are con- 
siderable. The following are the average quotations: —Rails, 77. to 7/. 10s., 
at works, and bars 7/. to 7/. 5s. Buyers of pigs are giving out orders 
freely, and there is no difficulty in booking contracts at the current prices. 

In Tin-plates the market is gradually moving in favour of eellers, and 
it is pretty evident that the anticipations held out some two or three months 
ago will before long be realised. Terne-plates command an almost un- 
limited sale. ‘The steam coal merchants are busier, and the house coal 
trade remains in about the same state as last week. 

The Aberdare Iron Company have sunk to the celebrated Yard vein, 
and as they have not hitherto worked any of this seam, which extends 
under the whole area of their property, they will be able, in a short time, 
to send a largely increased supply to the market. The Yard vein, which 
has been worked with so much success in other parts of the Aberdare 
Valley, averages 2 ft. 10 in. thick at Cwmbach, and 2 ft. 9 in. at Cwmdare, 

A valuation has been determined upon by the inspectors appointed by 
the creditors of Messrs. Levick and Simpson, and Mr. Hediey has been selected valuer, 
Reductions have already been made in the working expenses of the several concerns, 

The Swansea Town Council and Harbour Trust have just taken a very 
wise step on the suggestion of Mr. Joshua Williams, the general manager of this section 
of the Great Western, and that is to reduce the shipping dues on pig-iron, &c. Unques- 
tionably the trade of the port will be materially benefited by the reductions made, 

The Taff Vale Railway will pay a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum for the last half-year, being the same as for the previous and corresponding 
half-years. Here is an instance of the success of a mineral line proper!y worked. 

The Bristol and South Wales Railway Wagon Company (Limited) have 
issued their report for the past half-year, After carrying the sum of 19911. 7a. 1d. to the 
depreciation fund, being at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum on the cost of the wagons 
let on hire, the available balance on revenue account amounts to 54821. 28, 9d. A di- 
vidend at the rate of 10 per cent, per annum is recommended, which will require 
43721. 15s., leaving 11097. 7s. 94. to be carried forward to the next half-year. The 
works at Swansea have been completed, and a satisfactory arrangement has been made 
with Messrs. Shackelford, Ford, and Co., to whom they have been let. The nomber 
of wagons now by the company is 2660, being an increase of 697 during the 
half-year, after deducting 46, the redemption of which has been completed. — + 

Mr, Thomas Joseph’s collieries, in the Rhondda and Rhymney Valleys, 
are about to be transferred to a joint-stock company. Mr. Joseph will re- 
tain a large interest in the concern, as well as the management. 

At the Carway Collieries, Carmarthenshire, the men have turned out, 
in consequence, as they allege, of the presence of fire-damp in the colliery, 
and 63 of their number were summoned before the Carmarthen magistrates 
for leaving their work without notice. Mr. Combie, the manager, proved 
that the required notice had not been given, and that the men refused to » 
continue with their work. He had examined the workings, and he only

detected a small quantity of gas in one place, which was by no means 
Hardly any colliery was entirely free from gas. The men were always troublesome 
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about this time of the year, when there was a demand. They offered to return to 
work if he dismissed the overman, which he declined. Another colliery manager and

‘The way in which coals are at present 
carried to Liverpool is, without doubt, objectionable, and if the company 
fulfil their promises, it will be a great boon, It is mentioned, and with 
great truth, that the carrying trade between ports within a moderate dis- 
tance of each other is rapidly changing from sailing vessels to steamers, 
and has proved highly remunerative to the owners of the latter description 
of vessels. One of the objects of the Channel Steamship Company will 
be to establish a line of screw-steamers, built of iron, of the most approved 
model, for the conveyance of cargoes in bulk, such as coals, between the 
coal ports of South Wales and Liverpool, and elsewhere, as early as the 
a arrangements, similar to those in London, can be made for en- 
suring dispatch in the discharge, so as to meet the requirements of the 
pumerous ocean-going steamers frequenting this and other ports. The 
shipment of coals from South Wales is at present a very large and increas- 
ing trade, and when all the ocean steamship companies now organised are 
fairly under way, the quantity required in Liverpool will be enormous. 
The successes achieved by the General Iron Screw Collier Company, and 
the benefit it has conferred upon the Northern coal trade, is well known, 
and there is no reason why South Wales should not be equally benefited. 


Tue Correr Smoke Question.—Messrs. Vivian and Sons have de- 
termined on adopting the patent of a German chemist to utilise the ob- 
noxious copper smoke, and gigantic works and furnaces are now being 
erected in order to carry out the invention. Mr. H. H, Vivian, M.P., stated publicly, 
a few days since, that he considered the invention one of the greatest discoveries of 
modern times, and he hoped, before long, to be able to manufacture 1000 tons per week 
of sulphuric acid from copper smoke. The matter will be again referred to.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Ava. 17.—It is satisfactory to learn that a steady increase is taking 
place in the demand for most descriptions of manufactured iron, and the 
reports from the various iron-producing districts in these counties confirm 
this view. We hear more favourable reports from America of an earlier 
re-adjustment of affairs, and there is a substantial increase in the orders 
from the States. ‘The rates for iron are firm, and there is a greater ab- 
sence of speculative purchases than was the case a few weeks ago. Rail- 
way iron is in good request, and the bulk of the contracts for new lines 
which were sanctioned by Parliament last October are let, and in active 
progress. The trade in the Middlesbro’ district is actively increasing, and 
the present year will see many of the new works in full operation. The 
new ironworks of Messrs. Lloyd and Co., of Middlesbro’, were opened on 
Tuesday; they are very extensive, and cover no less than 25 acres of 
ground. They consist of four blast-furnaces, calcining-kilns, offices, &c., 
and a most substantial plant. Every point has been studied with regard 
to the transit of the material, and the railway company are offering liberal 
arrangements for the conveyance of mineral, &c.

METALLIC MINING AND QUARRYING IN WALES. 


(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Avo. 15.—I have already described the general position of the TaLar- 
cocu Mivzs, lying at the head of the great limestone range of North Wales. 
It is well worth noting that the geological position of these mines is very 
similar to that of Minera, both being at the head of great limestone ranges, 
both being thrown down by faults into connection with the upper measures 
of the Carboniferous series, and both being essentially different in their 
geological relations from the general run of the veins in the regular- 
dipping, unbroken, carboniferous limestone. In Talargoch, indeed, it is 
impossible to trace any regular succession in the beds, although there is a 
general dip north; and even in Minera, although the lower (white lime- 
stone) measures may be traced persistently over the bluestone, ic is very 
difficult to trace any sequence in the upper measures, particularly on the 
North Vein. As the directors of Minera Mine have, with great liberality, 
opened their mine to my inspection, I shall be in a position, on an early 
occasion, to lay all these matters, together with a full description of these 
remarkable mines, before your readers, 

The Talargoch main vein bears from 20° to 25° north of east, underly- 
ing north at an angle of about 18° (2 ft. in a fathom). The deepest shaft 
(Mostyn’s) is in the eastern part of the mine, and is down 270 yards be- 
low surface. The Main engine-shaft, which is near the office and princi- 
pal buildings of the mines, is 800 yards west, and is down to the 220 yard 
level below surface. ‘The most western shaft in the mines (Clive’s shaft), 
which is about 450 yards again west of the Main engine-shaft, is now in 
course of sinking below the 180 to the 250—a lift of 70 yards— and is 
down to about the depth of 235 yards. All the shafts are vertical, and 
Mostyn’s shaft and the Main engine-shaft are sunk in connection with the 
Main vein, Mostyn’s shaft crossing that vein at the depth of 220 yards, 
and the Main engine-shaft crossing it at the 120, Clive’s shaft is sunk 
in connection with south veins, but cross-cuts have been driven from it 
north to the main vein, and I believe it is again contemplated to drive to 
it in the 250, at which level the length of the cross-cut will be 224 yards. 
On the Main engine-shaft there is an 80-inch engine, working three poles 
—21-in., 214-in., 21}-in., 21 }-in., and one 22-in, bucket, At Clive’s shaft 
there is a 100-in. engine working two 24-in. poles, one 26-inch pole, and 
one 24}-in, bucket in sinking. At Mostyn’s shaft the water is raised from 
the 270 to the 180 by a 6-in. pole, worked by a 36-inch condensing beam 
engine, which also winds and crushes at this shaft. 

‘The deepest level all through the mine is the 180. The 220 has been 
driven from the Main engine-shaft 60 yards west and 45 yards east, and 
from Mostyn’s shaft 40 yards east and 180 yards west, leaving about 600 
yards still to drive to communicate this level between the two shafts. ‘he 
240 has been driven 40 yards west and 65 yards east of Mostyn’s; and 
from this shaft the vein has also been cross-cut to, a distance of 16 yards, 
in the 270, and opened on about 5 yards west. ‘To obviate the inconve- 
nience of these cross-cuts of increasing length, it is now intended to bring 
down Mostyn’s shaft on the vein from where it intersects it in the 220 to 
the 270, and thence to continue sinking on the vein. 

In the eastern end of the mine, at Mostyn’s shaft, the vein is entirely 
cut off by great bodies of black lustrous shale. Upwards (at least until it 
comes into the gravel beds, which I shall describe on another occasion) this 
shaft is entirely in shale to 9 yards under the 180; and ail the eastern levels 
are driven to it except the two bottom ones—the 240 and the 270, ‘The 
220 reached the shale in 40 yards driving, but the 240, although driven 
65 yards, has not yet intersected it; hence it is hoped and expected 
that the shale forms merely a trough, and will ultimately entirely disap- 
pear in the lower levels. In the western part of the mine, about 220 yards 
west of the Main engine-shaft, the 180 yard level gets out of the vein, the 
level keeping too far south for the vein, which keeps on north, butin un- 
productive measures where it ultimately dies out. In this driving south- 
ward the level crosses several feeder veins, the principal of which, called 
the South, or Coke Hole, joint, was very rich in the 180 about four years 
ago, making at places a solid rib of ore 3 feet wide for 30 yards long; in- 
deed, in some places this vein made 7 ft. wide of solid ore. About 260 
yards west of shaft the 180 comes entirely into shale, ending the workings 
in this direction; but as, similar to what occurs in the eastern part of the 
mine, the shale here seems also to have a trough-like form, it is expected 
that the bearing ground will lengthen in the deeper levels. 

Throughout the whole of this length the main vein generally maintains 
its great size, averaging, I should say, fully 6 feet wide, but reaching up- 
wards of 20 ft. in many places, In general character it is not at all unlike 
the Minera main vein, although it is, probably, much more bunchey. 
When it does make ore, however, it generally makes rich; indeed, when 
I look through my notes of the value of the pitches working I am asto- 
nished at the high average they make. The best part of the mine on the 
main vein is at present in the eastern part of the mine, near Mostyn’s shaft. 
The 230, west of Mostyn’s (which I have stated to be driven 180 yards 
from shaft) has now got a splendid lode in the end, from 2 to 3 ft. wide, of 
solid lead, worth 8 or 10 tons per fm. For the first 120 yards of driving 
from the shaft this level was very poor, but at this point ore commenced, 
and has continued for a distance of 60 yards, to the present end, through 
a lode which will, probably, average 6 tons per fm. Above the 220 this 
ore has been worked up about 10 or 12 yards, where it becomes poorer. 
The 220, east of Mostyn’s, has been driven, as I have stated, to the shale, 
which cuts off the vein; but about 12 yards behind the end a sump is sunk 
in a fine course of ore, worth in places 8 or 10 tons per fm., which made 
back to within about 5 yards of Mostyn’s shaft. ‘This is, probably, the 
same bunch of ore that was met. with in the 240, east of Mostyn’s, where 
a fine course of ore was met with 45 yards of driving from the shaft, worth, 
probably, 6 or 8 tons per fm, This 240 end is now poor, and has been so 
for 40 yards, 

The most important feature in Talargoch at present, however, is the 
newly-discovered north lode, called Panton’s vein, which was discovered 
in a 180 cross-cut, driven 200 yards north from the Main vein, about 
250 yards east of the Main engine-shaft. This, on the whole, is as fine a 
looking lode as it has ever been my lot to see. It is not such alarge lode 
as the Main vein, but it seems much more mineralised, full of brown blende, 
and more like the Minera main vein than anything I have seen elsewhere. 
It has only been opened on 71 yards west and 20 yards east—a little over 
90 yards in all—but in this length it has made a fine run of ore ground, 
worth in places 6 to 8 tons per fathom, although the ends have now fallen 
off. The end west has now a lode from 4 to 5 feet wide, composed of 
carbonate of lime, of that peculiar white-sugary aspect so common in Mi- 
nera, brown blende, and good stones of ore—a beautifully promising, al- 
though not for the momenta rich lode. In the end east the vein is 3 feet 
wide, but poor. Altogether, however, for the extent of ground opened on, 
and for its general appearances, it is difficult to imagine a more promising 
lode than this Panton’s vein. 

[ Want of space obliges me on the present occasion to postpone a detailed 
description of the workings of this mine, as well as of the extraordinary 
deposit of drift by which the veins are found to be overlaid, and which, in 
some places, makes such remarkable deposits of lead ore. ] 


I notice the letters of Mr. William Martin and Mr. George Darlington 
on the Mold Consolidated Mines, My propositions with regard to these 
mines were—1.

In Cornwall the fortunes that have been 
realised have all been made from new ground, or from easy shallow mines,

Sr. Davip’s Gop Minine Company v. Martin (S.J.)—Mr. Karslake, 
Q.C., and Mr. Lopes (instructed by Mr. James Bell) were counsel for the 
plaintiffs; and Mr. Coleridge, Q.C., and Mr. Bullar (instrected by Mr. J. 
Hawks) were for the defendant. Mr. Lopes having opened the pleadings, 

Mr. Karslake said this was an action brought by the St. David’s Gold 
Mining Company, which was a limited liability company, formed for the purpose of 
working some mines, against Mr. James Martin, 4 gentleman living in London, and 
largely engaged in the business of discounting, to recover the sum of 187/. 10s., the 
amount of a call upon 750 shares held by him in the company. The shares were orig!i- 
nally held by a friend of his,a Mr. A.C. Wilkin, who transferred them to the defendant, 
and, although he (the learned counsel) cou!d hardly conceive what defence could be 
raised, he believed that the question to be decided was one of law rather than of fact. 

Mr. Coleridge said that was so. 

Mr. Karslake then proceeded to give a narrative of the facts of the case. Ie stated 
that, in 1863, a person named Searby was the secretary of the company, and he died in 
April, 1864. He wasa friend of the defendant's, and, when Wilkin transferred his shares 
to him, in consequence of an arrangement with him, the transfers were not registered, 
Wilkin’s name still remaining on the list as the holder of the shares. In 1864, the 
shares having gone up, defendant came forward, produced the transfers, and insisted 
upon having his shares registered. For some time Mr. Robinson, the then secretary, 
refused to place the defendant upon the register, because the transfers were so old; 
but at length, on his undertaking to pay acall upon his shares made in November, 
1863, his shares were registered. The amount of the call which was then made was 
1871, 10s., and Mr. Bell, the solicitor of the company, was obliged to take proceed- 
ings against the defendant to recover the money. The defendant was anxious to set- 
tle the matter, but was short of cash, and ultimately he paid 100/., and undertook to pay 
the remainder within a given time. He did not fulfil his undertaking, a writ was 
taken out, and execution followed. At that time the defendant changed his solicitor, 
and, acting upon the advice of Mr. Hawks, he paid the money, and afterwards entered 
a protest, and gave notice of his intention to commence an action for the recovery of the 
1877. 108. In November, 1860, a further call was made amounting to 187/, 10s., and as 
the defendant refused to pay this call the present action was brought to recover it. The 
defendant had made an application to the judge in chambers to change the venue from 
Bristol to London, and Mr. Baron Martin consented, provided the defendant paid the 
amount of the call into Court by a given day, but he had failed to do so 

The defence was that the defendant was not a registered shareholder of the company, 
and that he had received no notice of the call. The jury found a verdict for the plain- 
tiffs on both points for the amount claimed, and 5/. interest. Mr. Coleridge applied to 
his lordship for leave to move to enter a nonsuit, but the learned judge said he would 
only stay execution until the fifth day of next term, upon the terms of the defendant 
paying the debts and interest into Court within 14 days,
